Get ready to rock in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake this summer, with 
two huge concerts set to take 
place at Butler's Barracks. 

Last year's Tragically Hip 
concert was never intended to 
be a one-off for Parks Canada, 
the federal agency responsible 
for the historic Commons site, 
or for Elliott Lefko, a California 
concert promoter with Toronto 

On the heels of last week’s 
announcement that City and 
Colour would headline a pre- 
Canada Day event came news 
Monday of another concert 
this summer, billed as the 
Grove Music Fest, produced 
by Goldenvoice and Arts 
&Crafts, a Canadian indepen¬ 
dent music company. 

It’s expected to be the first 
of an annual event in NOTL— 
although Lefko says he isn’t 
assuming anything, but rather 
“hoping to be invited back.”

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Town council irked to be out of loop on concert discussions 


Some 
councillors 
concerned 
about noise 
impacts, cost to 
taxpayer

Approval of two large- 
scale outdoor concerts by 
Parks Canada at Butler’s 
Barracks this summer has 
raised the ire of some 
town councillors. 

“There is unrest and 
concern with respect to 
these ... events in our 
community,” said 
Councillor Gary Zalepa 
Jr. Monday. 

“The lack of consulta¬ 


tion (by Parks Canada) 
just appalls me." 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
said the announcement 
about concerts to be held 
June 29 and Aug. 3 took 
the town by surprise and 
suggested that Parks 
Canada needs to improve 
its communication with 
the municipality. 

Councillor Jamie King 
said he was concerned 
about the impact on other 
events at wineries and 
hotels “with electronic 
music and rap in the 
background” coming 
from the concerts. 

King said he also wants 
to know what costs for 
staging the concerts will 
be borne by taxpayers 
and what the promoter 
would cover. 

Zalepa, who lives near 
Butler's Barracks, said 
neighbourhood residents 


were inconvenienced last 
year following the 
Tragically Hip concert 
due to road closures. 

He also said that the 
upcoming concerts, 
which are aimed at young 
audiences, do not attract 
the type of demographic 
that most businesses are 

Zalepa suggested that 
Parks Canada do an eco¬ 
nomic analysis on the 
benefits of these types of 
events for the town. 

“Parks Canada wants 
people to connect with 
historic sites. No one is 
connecting with historic 
sites like that,” he added. 

King said that the 
Tragically Hip concert 
was well run and “ a good 
time as a one-off event.” 

Eke asked town staff to 
invite a representative of 
Parks Canada to attend a 


council meeting in the 
near future to address the 
issues and questions

NOTL town flag in the works 


Flag would be 
legacy of 1812 
bicentennial 


The town wants to cre¬ 
ate an official flag to cele¬ 
brate its historical and 
agricultural heritage. 

The War of 1812 bicen¬ 
tennial committee has 
been discussing the devel¬ 
opment of a town flag with 
Lord Mayor Dave Eve, 
who was given council 
approval Monday to peti¬ 


tion the Chief Herald of 
Canada, an office of the 
Governor General, for 
permission. 

“I am excited to see 
something such as this as 
a legacy,” said Eke. 

Staff reported there are 
about 60 municipalities in 
Ontario that have their 
own coat of arms and 
some of them have also 
created a flag. 

Costs for the new flag 
are estimated between 
$2,000 and $3,000 and 
would be taken from the 


town’s advertising bud¬ 
get. 

If permission is grant¬ 
ed for a new flag, the lord 
mayor’s office will work 
with the Chief Herald to 
develop a design that may 
include the Union Jack to 
represent the town’s 
United Empire Loyalist 
heritage. 

The town would like to 
have an official launch 
and raise the new flag at 
the Niagara on Fire bicen¬ 
tennial event in 
December.

On Aug. 3, French indie 
giants Phoenix and mashup 
king Girl Talk will share the 
stage with DIY hip hop sen¬ 
sation Macklemore & Ryan 
Lewis, blue collar rock heroes 
The Gaslight Anthem, punk 
veteran Bob Mould, Odd 
Future standout Earl 
Sweatshirt, electronic cha¬ 
meleon Pretty Lights, break¬ 
out Swedish DJ duo Icona 
Pop and garage buzz bands 
Wawes and Palma Violets, 
again at Butler’s Barracks, 
this time appearing consecu¬ 
tively on two side-by-side 
stages, to eliminate delays 
between acts. 

Lefko has booked five acts 
for June 29. St Catharines 
native and Juno award-win¬ 
ner Dallas Green will head¬ 
line the show as City and 
Colour, the name he took 
when Alexisonfire dissolved. 

Also on the bill is Metric— 
another “quintessential 
Canadian” band, says Lefko. 

Serena Ryder, Jimmy Eat 
World and Yukon Blond 
round out the lineup. 

Lefko was instrumental in 


forging the partnership with 
Parks Canada that led to the 
Hip concert last summer, and 
despite residents’ concerns 
about the logistics of having 
17,000 people travel to town 
to attend a concert on an his¬ 
toric site, it was considered a 
well-organized event that 
proved to be a positive expe- 

But he believes he can 
improve on last year’s experi¬ 
ence by selling NOTL as a 
destination not just for great 
music, but to come to stay, 
for the day or overnight, to 
appreciate all the town has to 

"Last year we pulled off a 
really good event. Our next 
challenge is to work with 
people to benefit the com¬ 
munity, to get the word out to 
people who don’t know 
about NOTL but who should,” 

That was the advice he 
received from Parks Canada, 
he said. 

"We have six months now 
to work with the local busi¬ 
nesses, the Chamber of 
Commerce, restaurants and 
hotels to help us get the mes¬ 


sage out to people to spend 
more money in NOTL." 

Both concerts are aimed 
at a young crowd, but that's 
whatNOTLneeds, says Lefko. 
“They’re the ones who need 
to learn about NOTL.” 


The town is already a des¬ 
tination for those who come 
to see Shaw Festival plays, 
enj oy fine dining and visit the 
wineries, but there is a new 
generation that needs to be 
taught about the community. 


That’s the generation he is 
reaching out to with the 
eclectic mixture of music that 
will be presented this sum¬ 
mer—the kind of music, he 
says, that most 20-some- 
things have on their iPods. 

“It’s an opportunity to 
grow something for the 

One of the few complaints 
following last year’s concert 
was that the main street was 
dead, and the town didn’t 
benefit economically from 
the thousands who came to 
hear the Hip and then left. 

But he needs help to turn 
that around, he says, “and it's 
not going to happen in a min¬ 
ute. It’s going to take time, 
and I have all the time in the 
world. I'm reaching out to 
local businesses to make it 
better this year, to make sure 
that people who come will 
hear great music, eat great 
food and drink great wine.” 

And while they’re here, 
“learn about what a great 
community this is. We need 
to publicize it, to open the 
door to youth.” 

He talks of the Shaw 
Festival as being a leading 


innovator, providing cutting- 
edge theatre, and named 
after a playwright who was a 
“real forward-thinker. That’s 
what I’m trying to do here. If 
we don’t appeal to a new 
generation of people, who’s 
going to come?” 

While he is hoping to 
build on the success of last 
year’s concert, he doesn’t 
take anything for granted. 

"I need to keep proving to 
people that my intentions are 
honourable here. I’m hoping 
to win them over one person 
at a time, by building some¬ 
thing they can be proud of. 
We want to be invited back.”

The Town has the enrol¬ 
ment numbers it wanted from 
the local school board—and 
the numbers show the trend 
is exactly what was expected. 

With the number of new 
subdivisions underway in 
Virgil, Glendale and St. 
Davids, the Town’s Student 
Demographic Review 
Committee had asked the 
District School Board of 
Niagara for current enrol¬ 
ment numbers at local public 
schools to gauge whether 
there is sufficient space to 
accommodate the growing 
number of students. 


Councillor Gary Zalepa Jr, 
chair of the committee, told 
the Advance that school 
board staff said late in January 
that the information would 
be forthcoming once current 
accommodation reviews are 
completed. 

But Jonathan Fast, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake’s trust¬ 
ee, said the information was 
sent to town planning staff- 
Jan. 25, but didn’t reach the 
lord mayor and councillors 
right away. 

Fast says he wanted to be 
sure board staff was given 
credit for co-operating, espe¬ 
cially at a time when the 
board is “trying to build 
bridges” after the tension that 
followed the closure of the 
town’s only high school. 


Emails indicate the enrol¬ 
ment figure of834 students in 
total at the three NOTL public 
schools was sent to the Town 
last October, short of the pro¬ 
jected growth that was pro¬ 
vided during the accommo¬ 
dation review of NOTL 
schools. 

But what that number 
didn't show, and what Zalepa 
was looking for, was data to 
reinforce what the committee 
thought the town is facing—a 
decrease at Parliament Oak 
in the Old Town, and increas¬ 
es in Crossroads and St. 
Davids, as a result of new sub¬ 
divisions. 

So the Town asked for a 
breakdown by schools, which 
when received, indicated the 
Town’s committee is on the 


right track. 

With that information, the 
committee can look at pro¬ 
jected subdivision plans over 
the next 10 to 15 years and 
address whether the town has 
adequate room in its faddi- 
ties to accommodate expect¬ 
ed growth, says Zalepa. 

The Town also sent an 
invitation to board trustees to 
attend a January meeting to 
discuss opportunities for stu¬ 
dent growth, such as French 
immersion and skilled trades 
programs, with an outcome 
of once again establishing a 
high school in the communi¬ 
ty. However, there was no 
response from the board. 

Maves' response to a sec¬ 
ond invitation was that while 
the board is not opposed to 


discussing the educational 
concerns of NOTL, he would 
like reassurance that the 
Niagara Catholic board chair 
be invited; that the board be 
advised of who sits on the 
Ibwn’s education committee; 
and that to discuss French 

the demographic breakdown 
of NOTL’s student popula¬ 
tion, DSBN program and 
planning staff be present 

Fast says he has discussed 
local education planning 
concerns with board director 
Warren Hoshizaki, and hopes 
that the meeting will be forth¬ 
coming. 

And while he agrees the 
current numbers should be 
discussed, he also agrees the 
Catholic school board should 


be invited to discussions that 
will include secondary school 
student numbers. 

High school students from 
NOTL are attending schools 
which have been renovated 
and have good programing, 
he says, but there are still two 
issues—long bus rides, and 
students split up and sent in 
different directions, no longer 
under one roof with other 
members of their communi¬ 
ty- 

“In my personal opinion, I 
think these discussions are 
important A lot of our prob¬ 
lems have been because of a 
lack of communication in the 
past,” says Fast 

“But I do think the Catholic 
board should be included in 
these discussions.”

myths, truths of 
famous trek 


Laura Secord didn’t make 
her historic trek with a cow. 

She didn’t make it shoe¬ 
less and alone, and she didn’t 
arrive at DeCew House too 
late. 

And the famous Canadian 
heroine wasn’t always a 
Loyalist 

Niagara-on-the-Lake his¬ 
torian and author David 
Hemmings says part of the 
problem with the record on 
the heroine of the War of 
1812 is the very fact she was a 
woman. 

"Women and spies were 
not rewarded,” said 
Hemmings at a presentation 
about Secord at the Jordan 
Historical Museum on 
Saturday. Neither were their 


V//////////////, 


accomplishments routinely 
recorded or celebrated, he 
said. And at least one promi¬ 
nent Canadian historian put 
considerable effort into pub¬ 
licly denouncing the value of 
her contribution, Hemmings 
said, describing an early 
Canadian history text book 
by William Stewart Wallace, 
that said she had made her 
walk on June 23, thereby 
arriving too late to be of ben¬ 
efit. 

Hemmings’ own book, 
Laura Ingersoll Secord: A 
Heroine and Her Family, 
explores some of the myths 
and errors that have become 
part of the Secord story and 
provides documentary evi¬ 
dence about what is really 
known. 

Hemmings said it is very 
likely that Secord used the 
ruse of milking her cow to 
explain to American sentries 
why she was leaving her 
home early in the morning of 


June 22,1813. Escarpment, and there is evi-

ascent up the Niagara distance accompanied by

her niece, Elizabeth Secord. 

There is also proof, from 
Lieut. James FitzGibbon 
himself, that it was Secord’s 
information, overheard via 
the American soldiers occu¬ 
pying her Queenston home, 
that the Americans were 
planning an attack at Beaver 
Dams, which allowed a deci¬ 
sive victory by 400 native sol¬ 
diers commandedby Captain 
William J. Kerr and Captain 
Dominique Ducharme. 

But Secord wasn’t a natu¬ 
ral-bom Loyalist herself. As 
the daughter of American 
Thomas Ingersoll, Laura was 


bom in Massachusetts and 
was raised a Patriot, but 
changed allegiances after her 
family immigrated to Upper 
Canada to escape the post¬ 
war depression, and she 
married Loyalist merchant 
James Secord. 

Hemmings said his 
research shows Secord has 
about 700 direct descen¬ 
dants, of which 200 are still 
alive — many of them in 
Norway and Guatemala. 

His book is available for 
$20 from the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Historical Society 
Museum.

Council reacts (or over-reacts?) 
to news of outdoor summer concerts 


Last year, just about this time, council 
began a civil discussion of the Tragically 
Hip concert planned for Butler’s Barracks, 
and worked through the details with con¬ 
cert organizers and Parks Canada. 

This year, they are not taking the news of 
summer line-ups planned for the same site 
well at all. 

Maybe it’s because everyone has heard 
of the Hip, and news of their appearance 
was prompting excitement that crossed 
generations, while some of us folks are 
totally unfamiliar with the bands in the line¬ 
ups for this year’s concerts at Butler’s 
Barracks. 

Or maybe our local politicians are miffed 
that they found out about the two concerts 
through the media, without prior consulta¬ 
tion from those involved. 

As with the Hip concert, council approv¬ 
al is not needed for the two events to pro¬ 
ceed. Negotiations are entirely up to Parks 
Canada, owner of the site, and concert pro¬ 
moters. 

However, council approval may be 
required for some of the details. If concert 
organizers want a liquor licence—and it 
seems they do—they need council on-side, 

Also, municipal approval was required 
to close John Street to through traffic for the 
concert last year, although we don’t know if 
that will be necessary this time round. 


The biggest complaint last year, and 
mentioned by councillors this week, was 
the lack of an economic benefit to the 
town—while Hip fans rocked, Queen Street 
was deserted. 

But organizers seem fully aware that 
bringing in people who stay and spend 
money is necessary to win town approval. A 
marketing strategy is in the works, with a 
promise that while it may take time, the 
addition of regular summer concerts will 
bode well for the future economy. 

Councillors say this year’s line-up 
appeals to young people, and won’t attract 
the kind of crowd that spends money. 

But promoter Elliott Lefko makes a good 
point when he says the young people of 
today are spenders, and will only become 
more so. They are also for the most part 
unaware of the charms of NOTL. It can only 
help the town to make them aware, draw 
them in and hope they’ll come back. 

Likely, over the coming months, coun¬ 
cillors will get over their pique that they 
weren't kept in the loop about concert 
plans, and will work with organizers to 
ensure another safe, successful summer of 
events that has minimum impact on neigh¬ 
bouring residents and helps showcase all 
the town has to offer. 

To do otherwise would be looking a gift 
horse in the mouth.

only way I can separate 
them is the Hairy has a 
slightly longer beak). 

But the most dramatic 
to me is the red-bellied 
woodpecker which to my 
mind is a misnomer as the 
belly is slightly pink and 
the head bright scarlet, 
with black and white 
stripes on the body. 


This is not their normal 
range but they seem to 
have moved further 

I was reading an article 
on pansies and it drew my 
attention to something I 
am inclined to forget - 
some seeds require chill¬ 
ing to break their dor¬ 
mancy. 

This can be done by 
placing the seed packet in 
the fridge for 24 hours. It 
is the old old story - when 
all else fails read direc- 

Have you noticed the 
changing colour in the 
orchards? The sap is run¬ 
ning so it will not be too 
long before we see buds, 
then we hope the temper¬ 
ature stays up so the farm-

However, it has 
removed a competitor, the 
soy-derived enzyme 
Nattokinase, a safe, effec¬ 
tive, natural, blood thin¬ 
ner that has not harmed 
anyone and has been used 
for centuries in Japan. 

While researching this 
column I interviewed sev¬ 
eral other authorities who 
were concerned that other 


natural remedies are no 
longer available. I also 
discovered a most dis¬ 
turbing fact. 

In Germany, a doctor’s 
prescription is now 
required to obtain vitamin 
C. A red light flashed as 
I’ve recently reported that 
Medi-C Plus, a powder 
that contains a high con¬ 
centration of vitamin C 
and lysine, can prevent 
and reverse coronary 
heart disease. 

Germans now pay $45 
for 90 tablets of 500 milli¬ 
grams of vitamin C. Since 
I take several thousands 
of Medi-C Plus daily this 
asinine ruling would cost 
me $3,600 annually for C. 

This shows how far 
governments go to control 
natural remedies. It’s 
sheer, unadulterated mad¬ 
ness since there is no 
known toxic amount of 
vitamin C. For instance, 
it’s been proven safe to 
give intravenous injec¬ 
tions of several hundred 
thousand milligrams of 
vitamin C day after day 
intravenously to fight 


infection. 

Today, many people 
are also taking Sytrinol, a 
natural remedy consisting 
of citrus and palm fruit 
extract which decreases 
total and bad cholesterol, 
triglycerides and increas¬ 
es good cholesterol. For 
the moment it’s still avail¬ 
able and there's no scien¬ 
tific reason it should be 
removed. 

But if it happens 
patients will be forced to 
switch to cholesterol-low¬ 
ering drugs whose safety 
record leaves much to be 
desired. 

Alan Cassels, a drug 
policy researcher at the 
University of Victoria, says 
“cholesterol-lowering 
drugs are not worth the 
risk and history will regard 
CLDs as an unmitigated 
scandal in medicine." 

Readers know I share 
this view. But hell will 
freeze over before Health 
Canada raises an alarm 
and closes the door on 
these multi-billion dollar 
risky products. Money 
and high paid lobbyists 


have won the day in 
Ottawa and Washington. 

Other North Americans 
are taking products such 
as BioSil to prevent osteo¬ 
porosis (fragile bones). 
This natural silicon prod¬ 
uct safely deposits calci¬ 
um and phosphate into 
bone. It’s even more effec¬ 
tive if used along with 
vitamin D3 which helps to 
absorb calcium from the 
bowel and vitamin K2 that 
deposits calcium and 
phosphate into bone 
where they belong, rather 
than into arteries where 
they cause trouble. 

Will these people be 
forced to take drugs such 
as Fosamax and Actonel 
that have been associated 
with unusual fractures 
and degeneration of the 
jaw bone? 

If government bureau¬ 
crats are honestly inter¬ 
ested in the welfare of 
medical consumers, the 
best way for them to make 
an assessment is to exam¬ 
ine records of the dead 

Data collected from 57 


Poison Control Centers in 
the U.S. showed that in 
2010, there were no deaths 
from the use of vitamin 
and herbal supplements. 
This in spite of the fact 
that during this year there 
were 60 billion doses of 
nutritional supplements 

So where will these 
amateur forensic bureau¬ 
crats find the dead bod¬ 
ies? It doesn’t require a 
long tedious search. The 
Journal of the American 
Medical Association 
claims that there are 
60,000 deaths from drug 
use in the U.S. and 10,000 
in Canada every year. 

Now it’s the 4th leading 
cause of death after can¬ 
cer, heart disease, and str 

The point is prescrip¬ 
tion drugs can kill, natural 
remedies never. It’s time 
that Health Canada 
learned this message.

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Cuvee gala 25th celebration reflects industry coming-of-age

The Ontario wine 
industry has come of age, 
as has die Cuvee gala, die 
event that has celebrated 
the industry for the last 25 
years. 

And Debi Pratt wit¬ 
nessed that coming of age 
first-hand, an insider to 
the evolution of the 
Niagara wine industry, 
and the Cuvee gala and 
wine weekend, which 
wrapped up Sunday. 

The gala, she says, has 
accomplished the goal 
that was set 25 years ago— 
convincing consumers 


that Ontario wineries 
made quality wines. 

The first gala was before 
there was a VQA, which 
was formed in 1989 to 
establish standards for 
Ontario wines. 

It became an event 
often referred to as the 
Oscars of the wine indus¬ 
try, with what began as 18 
wineries grew to about 40 
Ontario winemakers sub¬ 
mitting wines for a taste 
competition. 

“As we proceeded, the 
parameters of the event 
helped us guarantee peo¬ 
ple were going to get the 
best of Ontario wines,” 
said Pratt. 

“But we've established 
ourselves. People know 
we are making great wines, 
that VQA means quality. 
We don't need a competi¬ 
tion to prove that.” 

Over the years the eve¬ 
ning, she said, became 
more of an industry event 
than one that attracted 
consumers, and the flaw 


of its competitive nature 
was that people were 
drawn to sample wines 
that won awards. Those 
wineries who didn't win 
didn't attract the same 
attention. 

It was time to try some¬ 
thing different, she said. 

The focus of the 25th 
anniversary gala was on 
the consumer. There was 
no competition between 
winemakers, who were 
invited to offer their own 
favourite for the evening. 

Ticket sales were up by 
one-third—735 people 
attended the black tie 
event with tickets at $175 
each—visited more wine¬ 
makers and tasted more 
wine, says Pratt, public 
relations manager for 
Inniskillin Wines, Le Clos 
Jordanne and Jackson- 
Triggs, and who has vol¬ 
unteered to help organize 
the event from its begin-

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InfoHealth session to talk about chronic illness impact on family 


> Chronic and 
disabling 
disorders create 
stress for family 
members and 
caregivers 


While alarming and 
unsettling, most health 
care emergencies last a few 
hours, days or weeks, but 
chronic and disabling dis¬ 


orders, whether they affect 
the mind, body or both, 
can go on month after 
month and often year after 
year, taxing family mem¬ 
bers and caregivers as well 
as patients. 

This month's InfoHealth 
session will focus on the 
formidable problems faced 


by those who care for 
patients with chronic ill¬ 
nesses—problems some¬ 
times overlooked by physi¬ 
cians. 

"It's all too often the 
case that we as physicians 
tend to see medical prob¬ 
lems as belonging to the 
patient alone and give little 


thought or our time to the 
impact the disease has on 
the patient’s family or care¬ 
givers," says Dr. BUI Brown, 
organizer of the monthly 
sessions. 

"This is especially the 
case for specialists," he 
says, although he adds that 
he has worked in clinics 


that treat patients with 
multiple sclerosis and Lou 
Gehrig’s disease where the 
opposite is true. 

"But those are specialty 
clinics and not representa¬ 
tive of medical care in gen¬ 
eral," he says.

For many patients, espe¬ 
cially those with chronic, 
all too often progressive 
and sometimes significant¬ 
ly disabling problems such 
as chronic pain and recur¬ 
ring depression—illnesses 
such as multiple sclerosis, 
Parkinson’s disease, Lou 
Gehrig’s disease, dementia, 
rheumatoid arthritis and 
progressive heart failure— 
it's helpful and sometimes 
imperative for a family 
member or care-giver to 
be present during visits to 
health care providers, 
whether that person be a 
nurse practitioner, physi¬ 
cian or social worker, 
Brown says. 

"Family members and 
caregivers provide ongoing 


support for the patient, an 

what was said, an informed 
voice to speak up on the 
patient's behalf by asking 
pertinent questions and 
providing valuable addi¬ 
tional medical and social 
history to supplement the 
patient’s account," he said. 

"They can also provide 
important information 
about how the patient and 
caregivers are coping." 

Brown says he has been 
amazed over his years as a 
physician with the "mag¬ 
nificent care" many fami¬ 
lies provide for their loved 

Some patients, unable 
to speak or move, must be 
fed, changed regularly - 
sometimes for months or 


Chronic illnesses can 
deprive people of their 
dignity and humanity, he 
says, creating considerable 
challenges with caring for 
disabled patients "and tax¬ 
ing the energy and spirit of 
the most loving providers 
and the limits of public 
funding for their support." 

Canada's medical sys¬ 
tem was not designed for 
chronic care, he says. 
Health care budgets tend 
to be eaten up by big-ticket 
items with the primary 

although as many as one- 
third of hospital beds may 
be taken up with looking 
after chronic medical prob¬ 
lems, primarily for the 
aged. 

"What services are 
available for chronic medi¬ 


cal problems, managed in 
the home or nursing facili¬ 
ties, tend to be patchy and 
take second place to acute 
care." 

The Wednesday, March 
13 InfoHealth session, at 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Public Library at 2 p.m., 
focuses on the impact of 
chronic illness in adults on 
the family. 

Next month's 

InfoHealth will examine 
similar issues, with the 
focus on chronic illness in 
childhood and the young,

He shared some of his 
memories with his family as 
they celebrated his birthday, 
including his boyhood years 
in Nesdeton, Ont where his 
father operated a small power 
and grist mill for a time. He 
remembers catching catfish 
from a raft in the millpond 
during the best summer of 
his life, he said. 

Rivett worked most of his 
career as a metallurgist at the 
smelting plants in 
Falconbridge, Ont in super¬ 
visory and management 
positions. 

At the end of his career, he 
was instrumental in planning 
and bringing to completion a 
new smelting plant which 
greatly reduced the emission 
of sulphur dioxide into the
